which was brought to The Daily 
Register office a number of days 
ago has caused more than casual 
interest 
After pointing out that the brick 
was found by children playing near 
Karbers Ridge in Hardin county 
and brought to Harrisburg by Ken 
neth Smith of the U S Forest Sere 
ice. I asked for help in getting in 
formation about these bricks.

The response was great. 
First I learned that Mabel Pick 
ering, nurse at I.ightner hospital. 
is a daughter of the man that made 
them. 
He was James Wheeler. 
Equality. 
Then Mart Justice, who now lives 
in Gaskins City, came in and told 
about the bricks being made at the 
McIntyre brick kilns in Equality 
about 50 years ago and that Thad 
Mclntire was still living at Equali­ 
ty 
Next. Thad 
Mclntire 
and 
his 
nephew. James B 
Reed. came to 
Harrisburg and brought the mold 
from which the bricks were made 
at the brick kilns operated bv his 
father. William, and him at Equali­ 
ty. 
The bricks were made by Mr 
W heeler at the kilns about 1903 
and 1904, he stated

Yesterday Timotheus received a 
letter from New London. Wiscon­ 
sin, from Fred Davis, a former Har­ 
risburg man. 
Said Mr 
Davis: 
“Dear Tim: 
Just got the Regis 
ter of March IO. which is always 
two days late when I get it. 
Hope 
I am not too late to give you what 
information I can about the Lin­ 
coln brick. 
“Yes, I put the brick in the con­ 
crete sidewalk (on Dayton street. 
Harrisburg) in 1947. 
I was told 
the brick was made in Equal.ty by 
a man named Wheeler, the father 
of Mrs. Mabel Pickering, now a 
nurse at the Lightner hospital She 
had a sidewalk made of those bricks 
and she gave me one of them; so 
I think Mrs. Tuckering could give 
you the history 
of the Lincoln 
bricks. 
“Drive out to 400 East Dayton 
street and see the Lincoln brick 
in the sidewalk, next door to my 
friend and neighbor. Noble Milch 
cli."

And that's not all. 
M C. Shell of Harrisburg came 
in yesterday afternoon seek rig the 
exact location of where the chil 
dren found the brick in Hardin 
county. 
He learned that the children of 
Homer Peyton. Forest Sen ice road 
foreman, found it a mile south of 
Karber s Ridge 
Then Mr. Shell said he believed 
he was the one who hauled the 
bricks to Hardin county, and 
I 
believe he was. too 
Mr. Shell said it was fifty years 
ago that he drove a team of horses 
to the 
Mclntire brick yards 
at 
Equality and got a wagon load of 
bricks for his uncle, John Gintert. 
who lived one mile south of Kar 
her s Ridge. 
Nearly all the load was plain 
brick, he said, but he bought a few 
of the Lincoln head bricks, which 
Mr Gintert used in his house 
At 
least some were put in the construc­ 
tion of a chimney. 
Mr. Shell lived in that vicinity 
until 1910. when he went to Rosi­ 
clare to live. 
He resided at Rose 
clare until 1921 when he moved to 
Harrisburg.

Stratton Runs 
Into Opposition 
On Two Key Bills 


SPRINGFIELD 'TPI—The admin­ 
istration is bumping into strong 
opposition to two key bills before 
the Illinois House. 
The House Elections Committee 
Wednesday voted against passage 
of a bill to allow the sick and dis­ 
abled the right to vote absentee. 
And a proposal to abolish the 
State Aeronautics Department drew 
heavy fire in a hearing before the 
House Public Utilities Committee. 
Both measures were called for 
by Gov. William G. Stratton in his 
message to tho 1955 Legislature. 
The absentee vote bill is one he 
tried in vain to get passed two 
years ago. 
Opposition to the absentee ballot 
plan was based largely on grounds 
it would open the way for vote 
fraud 
Winnetka Republican Ber­ 
nice T Van der Vries was promi­ 
nent among the bill’s foes. 
Action on the bill to abolish tile 
aeronautics department, and substi­ 
tuted for it a division in the public 
works department, was postponed 
for three weeks after a stormy 
session. 
A leading foe was Rep. Franklin 
U. Stransky, Savanna Republican 
who was Stratton's House majority 
leader in the 1953 session. 
Stran­ 
sky charged the state administra­ 
tion was not “air minded." 
“It might be road - minded, it 
might be toll road minded, but it’s 
not air-minded." Stransky said, 
Thomas Booth, president of the 
Illinois Aircraft Operators Assn, 
said his group feels the administra­ 
tion. “if it has been advised at all, 
has been ill advised.”

Yalta Papers Cause 
Diplomatic Storm

their feelings the United States 
had committed a major blunder. 
The papers becloud the time and 
place when Stalin first agreed to 
enter the war against Japan.

a month before he went to Yalta

The dispute goes on. 
France Dealt Out 
Public opinion in France may 
react to the agreement of Mr. Roos- 
event and Stalin that France should 
have no part in post-war adminis­ 
tration of occupied Germany—al­ 
though France might, perhaps, have 
a zone of her own as a “kindness.” 
Churchill demanded that France re­ 
sume her place in post war Europe.
